The REA (Rural 
Electric Subsidies) was created 
when there was a lack of elec- 
tricity in some rural pars of 
this nation. Foley stated we 
are 100 percent electrified in 
almost every place that wants 
electric power in our nation 
today but we continue to spend 
the $300 million annually. 

* $54 billion is spent on the 
Food stamp and Welfare Pro- 
grams.

Video 
store owner Larry Simmons 
responds to the story with the 
following commentary: 

This is in reference to the 
newspaper article in the June 
20, 1996 issue of The Sun in 
which Rev. Craig Hartzog and 


The Belle Glade Ministerial 
Association called for a boycott 
of video stores until what they 
refer to as pornography has 
been removed from the selec- 
tion of video tapes in each busi- 
ness. 

First, I would like to say that 
Iam a religious man, and I do 
believe in God. I also believe in 
freedom of choice for everyone. 

1. What is the Ministerial 
Associatión trying to accom- 


plish? It is trying to censor 
what you as adults have the 
right to see or read. They are 
passing judgement on those 
who choose to view adult enter- .

Today, the 70 year old Davis 
lives a quiet life in Vero 
Beach. But, back in the

1950's and 1960's, he lived 
life on the edge. 

*Normally, I would spend 
nine hours in the plane," he 
said. "If the storm is two 
hours away, you're going to 
spend five hours flying to and 
from the storm. Then, when 
you get to the hurricane, we'd 
have five or six penetrations 
through the storm. That's the 
теавоп 1 have 550 penetra- 
tions out of 90 storms." 

You must have enormous 
faith in your aircraft and 
your pilot to be a Hurricane 
Hunter. After all, this isn't 
exactly your typical airplane 
trip. Remember, these guys 
are flying into a hurricane on 
purpose. Sometimes, the ride 


faith in their aircraft and pilot 


can get pretty rough. 

“We hit some turbulence 
and all of a sudden I was 
floating up about halfway to 
the ceiling," Davis remem- 
bers. "It was startling 
because all of a sudden you 
weren't anchored anymore." 
Davis says rule number one 
i8 to buckle your seat belt. 

Rule number two? Don't eat 
lunch. “Motion sickness is 
something that some people 
have and some people don't," 
said Davis. Harland never 
got sick but he saw a lot of 
folks who weren't as fortu- 
nate. 

*One person in particular 
just got deathly sick on his 
first flight," said Davis. "But, 
he kept going and after about 
three flights he was okay. So, 
it’s something you can get 
over," 

One thing Davis never got 
over is the power of a hurri- 
cane. He's flown through 
every variety of tropical sys- 
tems-from weak depressions 
to powerful category five hur- 
ricanes. He has a profound 
respect for Mother Nature. 

“1 remember hurricane 
Inez, a very powerful hurri- 
cane," said Davis. His group 
respected Inez so much that 
they flew around the hurri- 
cane-not throug it. But, 
another plane wasn't so 
lucky. That plane made it 
back to Miami just barely. 

*We went over to look at 
that airplane and you 
wouldn't believe that it would 
fly," Davis said. "The whole 
fuselage was twisted and the 
fuel lines were dangling. Oh, 
it was a terrible thing." 

Despite that one slightly 
bent airplane, Davis doesn't 
consider his former job haz- 
ardous. “You might think it's 
а dangerous occupation," he 
Said. “But, it's not because 
these реор!е have been flying 
“in-and-out of hurricanes for 
‘years. They know what 
they’re doing.” 

Thanks to them and people 
like Harland Davis, our 
knowledge of hurricanes con- 
tinues to grow.

“As members of our society, 


we need to understand that we 
have certain rights and respon- 
sibilities pertaining to the 
health care we receive. 1 don't 
know about you, but when I 
was growing up, the physi- 
cian’s word was law! No one 
would have thought to ques- 
tion his decisions for his 
patients. The same idea per- 
tained to nurses and other 
health care professionals. It 
was just understood that they 
had our “best interest at heart” 
and would not do anything to 
endanger us in any way. We 
had certain rights then, but we 
were not really aware of those 
specific rights, mainly due to 
the fact that no one ever told 


us. 

Today I would like to discuss 
some of our rights and respon- 
sibilities ав patients in the 
health care system. We have 
the right to be informed of our 
rights prior to receiving any 
care. We have the right to be 
treated with consideration, 
respect, and full recognition of 
dignity and individuality, 
including privacy in treatment, 
care for personal needs and. to 
have our property treated with 
respect. > 

We also have the right to 
expect and be assured that the 
personnel who provide the care 
to us are qualified through 
education and experience to 
carry out the services for which 
they are responsible and that 
they are supervised according 


to state and federal regulation. 
Our medical records should be 
maintained in a confidential 
manner. The access to our 
records is limited to persons 
involved in our care only, 
unless permission is given to 
disclose those medical. records 
to someone else, in writing. 

As a patient we have the 
right to be informed by a physi- 
cian of our medical condition 
unless medically contraindicat- 
ed, and to be afforded the 
opportunity to participate in 
the planning of our medical 
treatment and to refuse to par- 
ticipate in any experiméntal 
research. We also have the 
right to refuse treatment to the 
extent permitted by law and to 
be informed of the medical con- 
sequences of such refusal. 

"Now let's review some of the 
responsibilities that go along 
with being a patient in the вув- 
tem. Years ago I worked for a 
local doctor in his office. A 
*new" patient care in one day, 
and I asked her the general 


questions, "Why you here 
"today? What problem do you 
have?” Her reply was to say “I 
want the doctor to tell me why 
Tm here. He's the doctor and if 
he knows his stuff, then 1 : 
shouldn't have to tell him any- ; 
thing!" Well, needless to say, _ 
we weren't able to help her 
very much. Part of the respon- 

ity of being a patient is to 
give accurate and complete: 
health information concerning 
your past illnesses, hospitaliza- 
tions, médications, allergies, 
and any other pertinent infor- 
mation. We have to ask for 
clarification - on the spot - if 
we don’t understand something 
the doctor has said to us. Don't 
be afraid to ask for additional 
information. Voice any legiti- 
mate concerns or-problems you 
may have. Be sure to be an 
active participant in the devel- 
opment of your individual plan 
of care. Know what the plan is 
and make it your business to 
learn as much abowt your con- 
dition as you can. After all it is 
your body and your life that 
will be affected. 

It is also your responsibility 
to voice your displeasure and 
complain about a situation you 
do not feel good about. The 
voicing of a complaint should 
not affect your care. It is your 
right to expect the highest 
quality of care that is available 
to you. Don’t settle for any- 
thing less!

Fireworks injuries are an unfortunate part of 
each Fourth of July. On average, firecrackers, 
sparklers and other fireworks cause 12,000 
injuries nationwide each year, 

As State Fire Marshal, I'm worried that ran- 
dom fireworks displays and other antics this 
Fourth of July will bring with them another 
series of accidents, injuries and even deaths. 

High-powered fireworks assortments are ille- 
èal in Florida. But, illegal or not, all fireworks 
are unpredictable, and can cause serious injury 
- even sparklers in the hands of children. 

In fact, more than one-third of the fireworks- 
related injuries,in:1894. were. suffered by chil- 
dren, according to the.Canstmer Product Safe! 
Commissioni/'D«g in Florida resulted їп deat 
About 35 percent of alk of the injuries were to 
Вапйв and fingers; 29 percent were to the head 
and face; and, 16 percent were eye injuries. 

In 1993, a young man in Broward County was 
killed while working with fireworks at his 
kitchen table. In 1994, two men died in fire-

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Where do you fall on the 
stress burnout scale? Whether 
a student, business person or 
parent, we all know the feeling: 
of being overcome by stress. 
It’s called burnout, which is a 
slow erosion of energy and 
zest. Burnout is the ongoing 
sum of all the events of stress 
and disillusionment in your life 
- and the symptoms you experi- 
ence as a result of those 
events. The good news though, 
is that stress is manageable. 

The U.S. Army Cadet Com- 
mand recognizes the impor- 
tance of reducing stress in the 
lives of its cadets and LTC 


_ Donald Keeling, director of 


public affairs for the U.S. 
Army Cadet Command, has 
developed a list of "Ten Ways 
To.Best Manage Stress." 


"They include: 


1. Stay Healthy. Nothing 
adds stress to one's life more 
than being unhealthy. Main- 
taining ideal body weight, 
blood pressure and' cholesterol 
level will keep you in tip-top 
*shape and ready to deal with 
life's many challenges. 


2. Reduce caffeine, sugar 
and alcohol intake. Caffeine 
heightens anxiety and can' 
make you feel jittery, anxious 
and nervous. Sugar drains 


energy. Use alcohol in modera- 
tion because under stress alco- 
hol speeds its way into your 
system hitting you harder than 
when you are relaxed. And, 
while alcohol may initially help 
you feel relaxed, its effects are 
short-lived. 


3. Relax. Take time to read a 
book, listen to music or medi- 
tate, Try to spend one full day 
a week outdoors. When you 
create opportunities to rejuve- 
nate, you will help de-stress 
your life. 


4. Visualize yourself in your 
favorite place. Find a com- 
fortable posture and close your 
eyes. Imagine the most relaxed 
place you've ever been. Visual- 
ize lying on a beach, reading in 
а park, skiing on the world's 
largest mountain or star-gaz- 
ing. Now, every time you begin 
feeling "stressed out" try to 
bring this special place to 
mind. 


5. Take deep, slow breaths. 
Deep breathing increases oxy- 
gen to your brain. body, 
helping to сергу ur head: 
Slow breathing will help calm 


.you down. Deep, slow breath- 


ing is a quick fix for instant 
relaxation. 


6. Learn to manage time. 


“Ten ways to best manage stress 


Plan your schedule accordingly’ | 
to fit in time for work, recre- 
ation and family. If you over 
plan in one area, you will feel 
Stress in the other areas. 


7. Exercise. Any kind, any 
length of time, ideally 3-5 
times a week. Regular exercise 
increases alpha waves (electri+'\ 
cal energy patters in the brain 
associated with calmness), low- 
ers blood pressure and relaxes 
muscles. - 


8. Laugh. Watch а funny 
movie, read a book of comic 
strips or invite friends over for 
an evening of joke telling. A 
good laugh is the best way to, 
reduce stress.
